Sid Hester Fails in Obtaining a Fight Li¬ 
cense From the Board—Millett- 
Earl Matter Laid Over. 


There was a large attendance at the 
meeting of the county board of Super¬ 
visors at its session last Tuesday. 

The county auditor’s report for the 
month of January, the consideration 
of which having been laid over from a 
previous meeting, was read and accept¬ 
ed. 

A certificate signed by Chairman 
McEvoy, County Treasurer Chamber- 
laid, County Auditor Underhill, fixing 
the rate of interest to be paid by banks 
on deposits of county money, as pro- 
. vided by law was accepted and filed. 

A petition from residents of the First 
Township asking that a new road be 
built in the vicinity of San Pedro 

• mountain, to take the place of a road 
near the ocean that had been washed 
out several times, was read. 

A land owner named Mary A. Tobin 
offers to donate to the county sufficient 
land free over which the new road will 
run. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Casey, a 
resolution was adopted providing for 
the building of the new road, with the 
understanding that work will proceed 
when Mrs. Tobin delivers a deed for the 
necessary land to the county. 

An order was received from Superior 
Judge Buck directing that the board 
draw 100 trial jurors. Accepted and 
filed. 

The application for a fight license 
from the Mission Athletic Club then 
came up for consideration. 

• Judge E. F. Ccnninghamof this city 
arose and in vigorous language opposed 
the gran ting of an additional license for 
prize lighting, the one already inex¬ 
istence should be revoked by the board. 
When licenses were first granted per¬ 
mitting fights to be conducted near 
the county line at the north end of this 
county thatsection was covered almost 
entirely with vegetable gardens. But 
now this county is fast filling up with 
commuters who do not want the 
fights. It is only a proposition to 
help the gamblers of San Francisco. 
In the past, it has been customary to 
refer matters concerning the different 
townships to the Supervisors of the 
district directly interested. The peo¬ 
ple of the First Township do not want 
prizefights in their district;are backing 
up Mr. Casey in his objection to grant- j 
ing the permit. If the board distrusts

paign and thereby obtain the desires 
of the people in this matter. 

D. D. Kearns, representing Hester, 
in reply stated that it was desired to 
give one fight only on February 22d, 
and suggested that the license be 
granted for one year ending March 1st, 
1910, and then a special permit would 
be asked for giving Mr. Hester authori¬ 
ty to give a fight on February 22d. 

Chairman McEvoy doubted the 
legality of dating a yearly license back 
sufficient number of months so that 
it would expire on March 1st next. 

Upon,being referred to District Attor¬ 
ney Bullock for advice, he stated that 
the board had power to adopt such an 
ordinance and then grant special per¬ 
mits for each fight. 

H. A. Laumeister, a member of the 
grand jury, addressed the board and 
stated that the people of the First 
Township did not want any more 
fight exhibitions in their district. 

Chairman McEvoy stated that he 
had tentively promised to vote in favor 
of the application, as he had been told 
that arrangements‘had been made to 
give the fight in the Coffroth arena. 

Blackburn—What has he got to do 
with it ? 

B. Fehnemann, editor of the Home 
Builder’s Review of the north end, 
said Supervisor Casey should be 
sustained in his objection to granting 
the license. He said that even if the 
board granted the license the fight 
would not take place. 

During the discussion some attention 
was paid to the meaning of the word 
“domestic” which appears in the 
county ordinance providing for the 
granting of fight permits. 

Upon motion of Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Supervisor McEvoy, 
action in the matter was laid over un¬ 
til next Monday’s meeting. 

In this connection it is of interest to 
know that Sections 412 and 418 of the 
Penal Code of the State of California 
read as follows: 

Section 412. Prize Fights Prohibit¬ 
ed. Any person, who, within this 
state, engages in, instigates, aids, en¬ 
courages, or does any act to further a 
contention or fight, without weapons, 
between two or more persons, or a 
fight commonly called a ring or prize 
fight, either within or without the 
State, or who engages in a public or 
private sparring exhibition, with or 
without gloves, within the State, or 
who sends or publishes a challenge for 
such a contention, exhibition, or light 
or carries or delivers such a challenge 
or acceptance, or trains or assists any 
person in training or preparing for 
such a contention, exhibition or fight, 
shall be guilty of a felony, and upon 
conviction shall be fined not less than 
one Uiousand dollars nor more than 
five thousand dollars, and be impris- 
ioned in the Stale prision not less than 
one year nor more than three years; 

[Sparring Exhibitions.] Provided, 
however, that sparring exhibitions, 
not to exceed a limited number of 
rounds with gloves of not less than 
five ounces each in weight may be 
held by a domestic incorporated club \ 
upon the prepayment by such club of 
an annual license to be fixed by the 
board of supervisors of cities and 
counties, or the city council or other 
governing bodies of incorporated cities. 
Said exhibitions must comply with 
the rules and regulations as the said

Upon motion of Trustee Hynding, 
seconded by Trustee McSweeney, 
Clerk Smith was authorized to pur¬ 
chase a typewriting machine. The 
correspondence connected with the 
clerk’s office, it was stated, has in¬ 
creased so that it is necessary to have 
the machine.

BULLETIN CALIFORNIA 
DEVELOPMENT BOARD 


Seasonal rains throughout Califor¬ 
nia, with heavy snow on the Sierras, 
which will supply abundant water to 
va'leys during the summer months, 
give promise of bountiful crops. Frosts 
in the citrus districts during Decem¬ 
ber and January did little permanent 
damage. 

Reports received by the California 
Development Board indicate general 
prosperity in all industrial and com¬ 
mercial lines. Financial institutions 
report marked increase in deposits and 
! resources. A healthy growth in pop- 
: ulation is noted throughout the State 
’ and reports from Eastern centers give 
| promise of increased immigration. 
There is unusual inquiry on the part 
of Eastern capital for large tracts for 
colonization purposes. 

Activity is noted in railroad build¬ 
ing, a number of new electric lines 
being projected to begin construction 
during 1910, and several branch lines 
for trans-continental roads will be 
started. 

The annual report of the California 
Development Board is now in prepa¬ 
ration, and will be published in March, 
next. Returns from forty-two of fifty- 
eight counties of the State give the 
production of some of the leading 
crops approximately as follows: 
Wheat, 2(50,000 tons; barley, 765,000 
tons; oats, 125,000 tons; aggregating 
1,150,000 tons, valued at about $32,500,- 
000. Hay, 3,086,000 tons, valued at 
132,250,000. Fresh fruit and vegetables 
estimated at about $48,000,000. 

The merging of the California Slate 
Board of Trade, the Manufacturers’ 
and Producers’ Association and The 
California Promotion Committee into 
the California Development Board is 
announced, the latter organization 
taking over all the activities! of the 
combined bodies.

FLAT BASEBALL BAT. 


Its Inventor Thinks It Will Tend to In¬ 
crease Hitting. 

Ail application has beeu made at the 
patent ollice in Washington for a patent 
on a baseball bat which promises to 
solve the problem that is bothering the 
baseball world at the present time by 
increasing tlie interest and popularity 
of the national game. The two prin- 
i eipul advantages which are claimed 
are: 

First.—That foul balls which now 
glance off the round bat will take a 
| more perpendicular direction, enabling 
j the catcher to have opportunities to 
I put out the batter which he now lacks 
and incidentally avoiding the annoy¬ 
ing monotony of watching ball after 
ball disappear over the grand stand, 
while the catcher dashes into the boxes 
or against tlie net in (lie vain effort for 
an out. 

Second.—Increasing the chances of 
hitting a fair ball and with more pre¬ 
cision as to direction and distance. It 
is evident that a fiat surface even of 
half iin inch will * ncr a much greater 
degree of certainty to the batter thau 
with the round bat. where one point 
must meet the ball in order to drive it 
straight ahead, and, similarly, if the 
ball strikes above the center of the 
bat the tendency will be to glance up¬ 
ward from a flat surface. 

In every department of the game of 
baseball improvements have been 
made since its inception except in the 
matter of the bat, which is now prac¬ 
tically what it was in the beginning. 
Several prominent baseball players 
have expressed favorable opinions of 
this bat, and as soon as the spring sea¬ 
son opens it will be U‘ied out in prac¬ 
tice by many of the professional teams, i 

If Its superiority is demonstrated it 
will be ultimately adopted by the ma¬ 
jor leagues. F. A. Ware, who is the 
patentee, conceived the idea of a flat 
surfaced bat while watching games 
last summer.

EDISON’S NEW 
ELECTRIC CAR. 

Possibilities and Features ot 
His Storage Battery Vehicle. 


USEFUL ON CONGESTED LINES 


May Revolutionize Transit Arrange¬ 
ments In Cities and the Country. 

Need For Lightness of Construction 

Necessitates Aluminium Body—Great 

Saver of Power and Expense. 

Thomas A. Edison is not an Inventor 
like unto ordinary inventors. Instead 
of being merely a deviser of ingenious 
contraptions, he looks for things with 
big futures to them. On that account 
a new product coming out of the Edi¬ 
son works is always worth looking at, 
for one knows that it is likely to be a 
novelty of the revolutionizing sort. 

A new electric car which recently 
went out from the Edison shops in 
West Orange, N. J., for its first tryout 
was placed on the tracks of the Public 
Service corporation’s lines running 
past the door and was run for several 
hours with perfect success. It will be 
run off and on for several weeks in 
order that the inventor may get an ac¬ 
curate line on its performances. 

The interesting feature in the new 
Edison car is that it is run by a stor¬ 
age battery. About this battery there 
is nothing new. The novelty is in the 
employment of the battery to run a 
street car. 

To compete with the type of street 
car already in operation on all street 
railways—namely, the trolley car—the 
storage battery car will have to offer 
a considerable improvement either in 
economy or in efficiency. That it will 
do both is the expectation of the in¬ 
ventor. The new car sets out to do 
nothing less than drive the trolley car 
out of business on a great portion of 
the lines where it now operates. 

Lightness an Essential Feature. 

The sample car of the type of which 
so much is expected cost something 
like $5,000 to build. 

The car was built for and partly by 
the Edison works. There the truck 
was designed and built altogether. The 
body was built almost entirely of alu¬ 
minium by a firm of car builders in 
New York according to designs fur¬ 
nished by the Edison works. 

As a result of this careful construc¬ 
tion Edison has a car of the very light¬ 
est weight consistent with strength 
and durability. Lightness is the es¬ 
sential feature of the new car. The 
need of lightness is the reason that 
made it impossible to take an old trol¬ 
ley car of the regulation type and 
equip it with the Edison battery. 

The car minus its storage batteries 
is some 50 per cent lighter than the 
best made trolley cars in regular use. 
It weighs less tlinn four tons without 
its batteries. The large cars now in 
use weigh up to twenty tons. Thus, 
doubling the weight of the present Edi¬ 
son car, as would be necessary to pro¬ 
duce a car of equal capacity with the 
large trolley cars, the Edison car 
would weigh about half as much as 
the approved modern service car. 

The reason for this extreme and 
somewhat costly lightness of construc¬ 
tion lies in a feature essential to the 
storage battery car. It is obliged to 
carry all its power with it in the form 
of a storage battery of considerable 
weight. The weight of the battery in 
the experimental car recently put on 
the streets adds over a ton to the to¬ 
tal weight of the car, bringing it up to 
five tons. 

In view of this handicap of over 25 
per cent extra weight, the need of a 
light car is evident. To obtain the 
same amount of work from a heavier 
built car a much heavier battery would 
have to be installed. Edison bases the 
practicability of the new car on the 
proposition that a serviceable car can 
be built much lighter than it usually 
is at present. The tests of the new car 
are intended quite as much to prove 
the stanchness of this light build as to 
demonstrate the smooth running of its 
storage battery and motor. 

R. H. Beach, one of Mr. Edison’s as¬ 
sistants, has handled the new car idea 
for him and has attended to the de¬ 
tails of building the present experi¬ 
mental car. Its length is half that of 
the regulation modern trolley car. Its 
capacity is twenty-six persons seated 
as against fifty-two. It sits on a sin¬ 
gle truck of four wheels instead of 
two trucks of four wheels '"each. Its 
body is of aluminium instead of wood. 
Its platforms and doors are of the 
latest and lightest patterns. 

Battery le Placed Under Car Seats. 

The storage battery Itself takes up 


no needed room. The battery Is llnfcd 
up under the car seats. Twenty long, 
narrow crates are aligned under the 
seats in rows. These crates each con¬ 
tain a group of five battery cells. Each 
cell is a square sided metal can rath¬ 
er like a square oil can in outward 
appearance. The crates are equipped 
with handles at either end and can be 
lifted in and out like so many soda 
bottle cases. 

Each cell weighs thirteen pounds. 
The cells are filled with a mixture of 
iron and nickel scrap in an alkaline 
medium and are the same as those in 
use in the ordinary Edison storage bat¬ 
teries. There are 200 cells, which with 
their cases weigh about 2,800 pounds, 
constituting the total weight of the 
battery. 

This batterv. according to Mr. Beach, 
who installed it, supplies fifteen horse¬ 
power for eight hours. The power is 
sufficient to run the experimental car 
at a speed of twenty miles an hour, 
wo that the car is considered as able 
to run eight hours at twenty miles an 
hour. The voltage is about 150, which 
is but one-third of the voltage in use 
on the ordinary trolley lines. It is 
the lower voltage that makes the light¬ 
er car a necessity with the present 
storage battery. 

Practical Value of the Car. 

The saving made possible by a prac¬ 
tical form of the car originated by 
Edison was described by an officer of 
the Public Service Corporation of New 
Jersey, which is closely following the 
performances of the Edison car. He 
said: 

The fact Is that as traffic Increases 
■treet car companies are constantly 
obliged to Increase the capacity of their 
power plants. This requires a great out¬ 
lay, while, on the other hand, the full 
power Is ustyl only during the brief rush 
hours. Traction companies pay Interest 
twenty-four hours a day on great capital 
outlays for electric plants, the full ca¬ 
pacity of which Is employed for perhaps 
only two hours a day. The storage bat¬ 
tery car can be stored with power at any 
time of day. It is possible to load its 
batteries during the hours when ordinari¬ 
ly the power house is well nigh inactive. 

From this statement it is readily to 
be seen what service the Edison car 
could render on congested lines in 
cities, where the trolley wires are tap¬ 
ped for every spare watt of power and 
the electric bulbs die down red and the 
fuses burn out because of failing volt¬ 
age. The storage battery car could be 
employed on these lines as a rush hour 
car at the same time with the regular 
trolley cars. It would take up the ex¬ 
tra passengers without making the 
extra call on the current of the trolley 
wire. This is regarded by Edison as 
the most immediate use of the storage 
battery car. It is not for that reason 
necessarily the most extensive of the 
car’s possibilities. 

Yet another possibility of the Edison 
car lies in another direction. The 
country Is honeycombed w r ith rural 
traction projects which have never 
been carried out because they are as 
business propositions just below a fair 
prospect of return on the investment. 
The cheapest type of trolley line costs 
under favorable conditions about $1.50 
to $2 to lay per foot of track and about 
75 cents to $1 per foot of overhead in¬ 
stallation. In many instances an indi¬ 
vidual power plant is needed and adds 
a third element to the projected cost. 

How It Saves Expense. 

In these projects for cheap electric 
lines the injection of a new element 
such as the Edison car will entirely 
change the calculations. In the first 
place, it will do away with the cost of 
overhead “installation, substituting for 
it only the extra cost of the Edison 
car, an enormous saving in lines of the 
type that is perhaps ten miles long or 
more and runs but one or two occa¬ 
sional cars. Furthermore, in most such 
cases the need for a comparatively 
large power plant will be done away 
with, since a small, cheap dynamo will 
easily be able to charge the Edison 
storage batteries at leisure. 

The prospective result of this is more 
remote perhaps, but vastly more im¬ 
portant than any other possibility of 
the Edison car. It means literally hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of miles of new' 
electric lines, bringing contact with 
the civic centers, the markets, the 
mails and the news to the most re¬ 
mote rural regions. It means a new 
era of railroad building, a change in 
economic conditions, the social change 
ot the closer affiliation of the farming 
population with neighboring cities, the 
growth of the smaller cities and a host 
of other things, vast and uncertain, 
tuat cannot yet be seen. 


BIG RIVER PAGEANT. 


Plans to Celebrate First Steamboat 
Navigation on the Ohio. 

Fulton, whose first success with the 
steamboat was celebrated with cen¬ 
tennial fetes in New York last fall, 
will come in indirectly for more hon¬ 
ors to his memory in the Ohio river 
valley next year, for plans are making 
for a similar celebration in commem¬ 
oration of the first steamboat naviga¬ 
tion on the Ohio. 

It is said that an uncle of ex-Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was the builder of the 
New Orleans, which was launched at 


Pittsburg fb 1811 and" was the first 
steamer to successfully navigate the 
river. The Historical Society of West¬ 
ern Pennsylvania has started the cele¬ 
bration movement and has already en¬ 
listed the approval of other societies 
to the west of Pittsburg. It is planned 
to obtain the presence of ex-President 
Roosevelt as the chief personal fea¬ 
ture of the celebration and to have a 
big naval pageant. 


SCHIFPS ADVICE TO JEWS. 


Recommends That Jewish Immigrants 
Be Sent Into Western States. 

Jacob H. Schiff. prominent Hebrew 
and banker of New York city, told his 
fellow countrymen the other night that 
the most important problem with 
which they are confronted is “how to 
turn the tide of Jewish immigration 
from the Atlantic seaboard to the 
western coast and the great hinterland 
of the United States beyond the Mis¬ 
sissippi.” ' 

Mr. Schiff was speaking before the 
Hebrew Sheltering and Immigrant Aid 
society at its annual meeting in New 
York. 

“The immigration of today is much 
different,” continued Mr. Schiff. “from 
the immigration of years ago. I was 
surprised recently to see the stalwart, 
brawny men the Russian Jews are

bringing to our shores,'some of them 
without $24 in their pockets, but with 
capital in their bodies and their brains 
that belongs to the entire nation. 

“It is for you to see that these fu¬ 
ture citizens go out from the great 
eastern cities to that spacious western 
country where the struggle for exist¬ 
ence is not so keen. In that way you 
will relieve yourselves and prevent 
them from becoming burdens upon 
others.”

BOSTON’S NEW MAYOR. 


John F. Fitzgerald, Friend of the Poor 
and Needy. 

John F. Fitzgerald, or “Honey Fitz¬ 
gerald,” as he is familiarly called on 
account of his ability as a “mixer,” 
who has just been elected mayor of 
Boston In the first nonpartisan election 
held under her new charter, was born 
in the Boston tenement district in 
1863. He was mayor in 1905-6 and 
was defeated for re-election because 
during his administration it was 
charged that unnecessary employees 
carried on the payrolls of the city to 
do work that should have been done 
by contract instead of day labor cost 
the city not less than $1,900,000 in fire 
departments alone". 

Fitzgerald represents the Democratic 
machine in Boston and obtained his 
popularity among the masses along the 
same lines as “Big Tim” Sullivan of 
New York. He is hail fellow well met, 
never misses a New England clambake 
or chowder party and is a friend of 
the poor and needy among the lower 
classes. 

He is a glib tongued Irishman, a 
Harvard graduate and an ex-congress¬ 
man, with a record for speechmaking. 

During the recent campaign through 
his splendid physique he has been 
known to work twenty hours a day 
and attend nine dances an evening in 
nine different halls. When introduced 
he always says, “Call me Fltz.” 

In 1892 Mr. Fitzgerald became a 
member of the Boston common council. 
The next year he was elected to the 
state senate, serving two years. He 
was a member of congress from 1895 
to 1901. His home is in Dorchester, 
Mass. He married In 1889 Josephine 
Mary Hannon of South Acton, Mass. 

Letters by Telephone. 

Sunday in London has hitherto been 
unlike Sunday anywhere else—even in 
England—by reason of the total ab¬ 
sence of mail delivery. Londoners do 
not expect and do not get letters on 
Sunday morning. But to fill the gap 
a special telephone service has been 
established by the postoffice, which 
undertakes to telephone to the ad¬ 
dressee on Sundays letters which are 
prepaid for that purpose. In addition 
to the ordinary postage a fee of three¬ 
pence (6 cents) is charged for every 
thirty words. Only telephone subscrib¬ 
ers, of course, can have their Sunday 
letters delivered in this way. 


LOTTA FAUST’S SAD END. 


Actress of “Sammy" Song Fame Sang 
as Death Claimed Her. 

Up on Broadway in New York where 
the actors congregate in the afternoon 
to gossip and to celebrate each other’s 
glories there were heard the other day 
only words of sorrow for the untimely 
death of Lotta Faust, the talented mu¬ 
sical comedy actress, at New York. 

Only a few weeks ago 'she was full 
of sparkle and vivacity, and her ador¬ 
able back, which in a more romantic 
day might have been an inspiration 
to poets, was the lure which took 
great crowds nightly to “The Midnight 
Sons” at the Broadway, where Miss 
Faust was taken ill while singing. Oth¬ 
ers could sing and dance as well as 
she, but where is the actress with 
neck and shoulders so beautiful, round¬ 
ed and snowy white as were hers? 

A pathetic incident before the pass¬ 
ing away of Miss Faust is told by the 
doctors and trained nurse. Fifteen 
minutes before death claimed her, 
while In a delirious condition, she rose 
in bed and sang In a clear voice the 
Carmen song which she introduced in 
“The Midnight Sons.” 

It wasn’t until her famous “Sammy” 
song in “The Wizard of Oz” at the 
Majestic theater in 1903 that Lotta 
Faust began to reap in full measure 
the popularity which all actresses 
covet. In less clever hands and sung 
by a less captivating actress the song 
“Sammy, Oh. Oh, Oh, Sammy!” might 
have passed for nothing. But Miss 
Faust knew just how to do it. She se¬ 
lected a box at the theater and nightly 
sang the number directly to its occu¬ 
pants. Mau or woman, old or young, 
the holders of that box received “Sam¬ 
my” in a direct line from Miss Faust’s 
lips. 

One night when Sir Thomas Lipton 
was in the United States attempting 
to “lift” the America’s cup some of his 
friends inveigled him into the “Sammy 
box.” With the first verse of the song

supervisors, city councils or other 
governing bodies of cities and towns 
shall prescribe by ordinance. 

[Physical Examination.] Provided, 
futher, that the boxers prior to each 
exhibition must be examined by a ; 
physician who shall determine | 
whether or not they are in perfect 
physical condition. 

Sec. 413. Persons Present at Prize 
Fights. Every person wilfully present 
as a spectator at any fight or conten¬ 
tion mentioned in the preceding sec¬ 
tion, is guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Where it reads “cities and counties” 
in the above section it means Ban Fran¬ 
cisco only, as that is the only city and 
county government in this State. 

A leading attorney of this county 
states that the licenses heretofore 
granted, by the Board of Supervisors 
are illegal according to the provisions 
of the foregoing sections. 

The Millett-Earl matter then came 
up. 

Geo.A. Kertell, foreman of theGrand 
Jury, addressed the board, charging 
M. M. Millett with conducting a 
saloon on the Mission road without a 
license, and charging that gambling 
is permitted in the building at the 
same location owned by Maud Earl, in 
whose name the liquor license is issued. 

Judge E. F. Fitzpatrick represented 
Millett and Maud Earl. 

Foreman Kertell was sworn and gave 
testimony he had obtained from others. 
He stated that Millett’s name appear¬ 
ed on the saloon building as proprie¬ 
tor, as it also did in a San Francisco 
directory and telephone books. 

H. F. Laumeister and E. U. John¬ 
son, members of the Grand Jury, testi¬ 
fied they had visited the saloon com¬ 
plained of and been served with liquor 
and cigars, but did not know who was 
proprietor of the place of their own 
knowledge, except from seeing Mil¬ 
lett’s name on the side of the building. 

Foreman Kertell oliered affidavits as 
evidence that gambling was conducted 
in the building, but they were objected 
to by attorney Fitzpatrick as not be¬ 
ing legal evidence. 

The affidavits were sworn to by 


John Caviglia, who alleges he lost over 
|900, and by H. A. Downs, a railroad 
man, who also alleges that he lost 
money by gambling in the building. 

Attorney Fitzpatrick asked that the 
case be dismissed. 

Uponmotionof Supervisor Casey, 
seconded by Su pervisor Francis,further 
consideration of the charges were laid 
over until next Monday’s meeting, 
and Clerk Nash instructed to subpena 
Messrs. Caviglia and Downs to appear 
before the board at that meeting. 

A communication was received from 
the San Mateo Board of Trade asking 
| that the Board of Supervisors levy a 
special tax to raise $3000 per year for 
1 five years to be used in erecting a 
county building and making a county 
exhibit at the Panama-Pacific Exposi- 
| tion in 1915. 

The communication was accepted 
and filed and the District Attorney re¬ 
quested to prepare resolutions in refer¬ 
ence to the matter to be presented at 
next meeting. 

A resolution was adopted defining 
the boundaries of election precincts in 
this county.* 

Action on letters presented to the 
board at a previous meeting by the 
First National Bank of Redwood City 
officials, Treasurer Chamberlain, Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Bullock and Geo. C. 
Ross in reference to having the county 
sue for interest on deposits of county 
funds alleged to be due, was laid over 
until next meeting.
